I received a telephone call from Section Chief 
_ THOMAS J. MC ANDREWS at 4:30 P.M. on 6-13-63, at which time he 
inquired as to whether we have a Bureau car with license Q9131. 
He was advised that we do have such an automobile, and it was- 
pointed out to him that the use of this car was the subject of 
a teletype to the Bureau in this case dated 6-11-63. 


He stated that Senator PROXMIRE had made an 
inquiry of the Bureau concerning this license number. He 
desired to know whether the automobile with this license number, 
had been utilized in surveilling COVELLI. He was told that as 
far as I know, it had been used approximately five weeks ago 
on an occasion of COVELLI's being surveilled from Kenosha to 
Milwaukee and return. It was also pointed out to MC ANDREWS 
that the automobile with this license number was used continually 
in Kenosha until a few weeks ago, and had been used on a road 
trip in the Kenosha area just prior to the COVELLI abduction. 
allegation. He was told that this ‘License jumaber had been 
removed from the car, and the car has not been used since the 
COVELLI abduction. Mr. McANDREWS was told that there had been 
a slight indication of possibly some inquiry being made of 
Senator PROXMIRE; however, in view of the fact the Bureau had. 
been apprised of the significance of automobiles used in hoodlum 
investigations, it was not deemed necessary to relate this to 
the Bureau as it could not be analyzed that any inquiry would 
be made of PROXMIRE. Mr. McANDREWS stated that I probably should 
have told them of the possibility concem ing PROXMIRE; however, 
it did not create any problem and that ona would take care of 
the matter. | 


After talking with Mr. MC ANDREWS, Ass't. Director 
EVANS spoke to me, at which time he pointed out the feeling at 
the Bureau is that the Milwaukee office is not vigorously pursuing 
the COVELLI matter. He insisted it was absolutely necessary that 
the office exert pressure on the hoodlum element by interviewing

these individuals and not letting up in any way in our efforts 
to create a situation whereby the hoodlums would exert so much 
pressure on COVELLI until he would wish he had never ever come 
forth with his alleged abduction story. It was pointed out 

to Mr. EVANS that we were giving this preferred, vigorous 
attention; that Agents had beén interviewing hoodlums’ during 

the day and night; that in attemptin g to locate many of the. 
hoodlums we had gone to their homes, places of business, 

known hangouts, neighborhoods, etc., which had certainly 

aroused a bit of concern among the hoodlum element. Mr. EVANS 
used aS an example of what should be done a situation whereby 
an Agent should go into a restaurant or bar and announce himself 
as an FBI Agent, interrogate hoodlums under such conditions of 
whom we had an interest @. He was told such had been done 

and even more vigorous approaches taken. Mr. EVANS said, after 
discussing the matter with me, that it appeared as though 

we were doing everything reasonable in this approach; however 

it appeared that it was just a matter of not reporting to the 
Bureau complete details which would be of value to them. . 


It was pointed out to Mr. EVANS that the 
summary teletypes and radiograms provided daily were intended to 
give the Bureau an idea of the type action being taken and the 
number of people being interrogated. He said this had not 
been sufficient for them to be assured that everything was 
being done, and instructed that an airtel containing full 
details of investigation conducted be submitted to the Bureau 
no later than Saturday, 6-15-63, in order that something 
could be prepared at the Bureau on Monday, 6-17-63. 


It was noted to Mr. EVANS that there had been 
numerous diffic j pursuing this investigation, particularly 
the efforts ol ite get publicity on a license number, and 
Since this had no Gen accomplished it could be analyzed that 
our efforts were being reasonably successful due to the fact 
that|_ shad now gotten Senator PROXMIRE in-on the act, 
after his efforts had failed in Milwaukee.

CHARLES RIZZO stated at the very beginning 

of the interview that he was free to talk about the alleged 

abduction of WILLIAM "WEISER" COVELLI,- which occurred on~ 

June 6, 1963, but that upon advicé of " counsél ‘RIZZO stated 

that he could not discuss anything.or. any subject in addition 

to ‘COVELLI's abduction, RIZZO advised that he had. just seen 

his attorney, DOMINIC FRINZI, and been so. instructed. 


RIZZO stated that he last saw WILLIAM COVELLI on 
Sunday, June 16, 1963, when RIZZO and 
went to visit the COVELLIs at Kenosha, Wisconsin.

When shown a photograph of JOSEPH GURERA, RIZZO 
at first did. not say whether he knew GURERA but commented, "He 
looks like a Mexican." When asked whether or not he knew 
GURERA or had ever met him, RIZZO stated that he could not 
recall. RIZZO was asked whether or not he had ever been 
arrested. for any reason, and he declined to comment. Various 
questions were asked of RIZZO, most of which he declined to 
answer and would repeatedly reply by saying, "Youre off the. 
track" or “Who do you like in the third race?" RIZZO claimed 
that, he was unable to recall when or how frequently he visited 
Milwaukee, and he stated he could not recall whether or not he 
was in Milwaukee near the end of 1962 or in early 1963.
